D. Banon's two-story frame house, 
vacant at tho time, was entirely swept away, 
and considerable damage was done at the 
Episcopal church, where chimnoys and rnin- 
arots gave way before tho blast. 


At Flainiiold tho storm was the most tor- 


rifle ovor soon. A largo number ot build- 
ings wore blown down or unroofed, ruiS 
freight-care wuru smashed into splinters. 


Port Eil wards, in Wood county, had a 


planing-mill, store, and five dwellings blown 
out of sight. Lumber yards woro scattered 
to the'winds and other property injured. 
The loss will agurogato $10,000.

few estimates of the actual loss are made.
